Mr. Gompers’s atatement reads: 

“Representatives of newspapers have 
asked me for a statement regarding the 
@oal strike and the situation. 

" “Jn the first instance, it, should te 
known that the demands of the’ miners, 
which upon the surface seem so radical 
@nd far-reaching, are by no means so. 
For several years the miners -have not 
had more than a half year’s work, their 
working days averaging from 160 to 
180 per year, intermittent, by days and 
by weeks at employment and \then un- 
employment... The miners simply ask 
for ‘a regulation of the working time 
@o that coal production and employment 
may be regular rather than intermit- 
tent.. If the miners were permitted by 
the operators to work full time the sup-+ 
ply of ‘coal thus mined would soon 
force down the price“of coal on the 
market, and this the operators are de- 
termined not to permit. 

“‘The miners’ case might. better. be 
stated by their demanding at least five 
~rggh of six hours’ work per week, which 

4s realy. more than they are permitted 
to work at the present time. An under-. 
standing of these conditions clearly, 
shows who are responsible for the ge’ 
ent situatien and the cause, , 

* When in 1914 the miners received an 
fncrease of 20 cents per ton the op- 
érators raised the selling price’ $5 per 
ton. Surely the conditions andthe stand- 
ards of life of the miners have de- 
teriorated by reason of their being no 
practical advancé in their wages and 
earning power, while the cost of living 


has soared higher and higher. tf

men, who at the recent convention de- 
cided that unléss a substantial improve- 
4ment-in wages and a regulation.of the

Lieut: Col. Roosevelt was greatly 
elated by his “victory, especialy so 
because -of the fact that this 'after- 
noon a baby boy was added to his 
family. 

The boy will be ‘nena Quentin, 
after-his father’s brother, who was 
killed: in aerial combat in the war. 
The mother, who is progressing” 
favorably,, chose. the name, 

Col. RéOsevelt, said tonight:, ‘‘ It 
was a big day for my family—a fine! 
_boy, Mrs. Roosevelt ‘doing well, and 
elected from my home district to the 
Assembly. It will bé my .earnest en- 
deavor to stand for the principles of 
justice and order. feazlessly and to 
aid in the solution of the vital prob- 
lem of economic readjystment: with 
all that lies in. me.”’ 








BOSTON, Wednesday, Nov. 5.—In_one 
of thé greatest outpourjngs of ballots in 
the State’s history Massachusetts yes- 
terday vindicated law and order by ré- 
electing Calvin Coolidge, Republican, as 
Governor by ‘a plurality of more than 
124,000 over Richard H. Long, his Demo- 


cratic opponent, as against a lead of 
17,0385 last year.

Party lines were broken th the face of 
the grave issue presented to the voters 
by the recent Boston police strixé, 
whefein Governor Coolidge took a firm 
attitude against the unionized malcon- 
tents who attempted to dictate to the 
city. and left its employ when their de- 
mands were refused. 

Thousands of old line Democrats, dis- 
gusted by their candidate’s espousal of 
the cause of the -police strikers and 
further aggrieved over the party plat- 
form, which in catering to the ‘Irish 
vote took @ position op the League of 
Nations covenant in opposition § to 
President Wilson's views, deserted Long} 1 
and voted for Coolidge. ‘ 

Many of them took no chance but voted 
the entire Republican State ticket to 
emphasize their feelings. Others, how- 
ever, contented themselves with scratch- 
ing’ Long, supporting the rest of their 
party’s candidates. 

As.a result of this widespread bolt of 
Democrats, most conspicuous in the 
smaller towns and _ cities, but evident 
everywhere, Coolidge ran ahead of the 
rest, of the Republican ticket,:~but all 
were elected, despite the: personal issues 
that. made this one of the most com- 
plicated of State campaigns. * 

Altogether’ it was a red letter day for 
the independent voters of Massachusetts, 
and with the htlp of.a ballot speciaily 
suited to his needs, he made the most 
of his opportunity. 

Coolidge Issues Statement. 

Governor Coolidge, in a statement 
early. last night, said: 

- '* My thanks are due to millions of my 
fellow citizens of Massachusetts. I of- 
fér them ‘freely, without undertaking to 
specify all who have supported the great 
cause of the supremacy of the law. The 
heart of the people has proven again 
Bound and true. They, have justified 
those” who truster thefn. They have 
Justitied America.

Hudson dnd Essex Overcome! 
Early Republican Lead—Bug- 


bee Loses His Own Precinct. " 


Egward I. Edwards, Democrat, was’ ° 
elected Governor of New Jersey "yea- 
terday, defeating Newton A. K: Bugbee, 
the Republican candidate, by about 10,000}: 
plurality. Edwards made his campaign 
almost entirely on a ‘‘ Wet”’’ ‘platform, 
and his friends asserted that this alone 
was responsible for his election. - The 
Democratic candidate had to overturn 4, 
}normal Republigen majority. “of about 
40,000, antl‘ he was able to do it by A 
polling an enormous vote in.the Demo- 
eratic strongholds of Hudion ind Bsnéx! 
Countiés. He catried Hudson County 
by about 30,000 plurality and Essex by 
approximately 10,000. 

With only 43 districts missing out of. 
a total of 2,011 in the entire State, Ed- 
wards was leading Bugbee at 4 
o’clock ‘this morning by 10,575, but: the 
missing districts were in the’ Democratic 


strongholds of Hudson and Essex. coun- 
ties, The vote stood: EdWards, 206,615, 
ahd Bugbee, 196,040. Thé* Republicans 
refused to concede the election of Mr: 
Edwards. 3 

Democratic leaders of the State as- 
serted that the election of the Demo- 
cratic candidate had ea direct hearing 
upon the National Administration, New 
Jersey being President Wilson's. home 
State. While it was a neck and neck 
race, early returns from the .southern 
tier of counties, mainly Republican, 
showed Bugbe® well in. the lead, but 
when the returns from-the Democratic 
strongholds began to be heard from, the 
Bugbee plurality dwindled rapidly: 

Edwards swept Jersey’ City and New- 
ark, obtaining nearly 10,000 plurality in 
the latter city. Union County, consid- + 
ered safe for ‘Bugbee, was carried by 
Edwards by about 100 votes. Mercer 
County, also counted upon for the “‘dry’” 
candidate, gave indications -of . going 
Democratic, and further cutting’ down. 
Bugbee s lead in the-other counties of 
South Jersey. Bugbee was beaten in his 
own home district in Trenton, and it is 
probable that he lost the entire county, | 
Mercer, where trolley fares was the 
principal issue during the campaign.’ 

Edwards, who Is President.of the First 
National Bank of: Jersey  Gjty, former 
Controler of the State,--and presént 
State Senator from Hudson County, 
pledged himself to fight by every lawful 
means the enforcement of, prohibition in 
New Jersey. He ‘contended that the 
State has the right. to make its “own 
definition of what constitutes fntoxicat- 
ing liquor and ‘what steps shall: be taken. 
to enforce the Highteenth endment.: 
He also opposed ‘the’ y fare sone 
system allgwed by the Republican ‘Util- 
ity Board and pledged himeelt to ah 
elective board. 

Mr. Bugbee> teok ‘the stand that the 
Highteenth Amendment was. now the 
law of the land, and: pledged himself to 
enforce it.. He promised a. -reorganiza- 

tion of the Utility Board and, # valu- 
Jation of the trolley compahy upon 
which to base a rated’ fare.

ing rebuke to the Anti-Saloon Leagué, 
which fought bitterly against him from 
the moment he espoused the cause of the 
wets, ‘ 

In reply to the Haskell statement last 
night, William H. Anderson, Superin- 
tenderit of the, Anti-Saloon League, who 
took personal chargé of the anti-Iaskell 
forces and who twice invaded the candi- 
date’s own borough ih an effort to win 
one ofthe first open-and-shut wet-dry 
issues joined. since *the prohibition 
amendment was enacted, asserted that 
Haskell. would take office saddled with 
an implied promise to the wets to favor 
them, in the administration. of the pro- 
hibition laws. Anderson said the wets 


with a club at the end of his term if he 
did not fulfill that promise, and if he 
did fulfill ‘it “ he will probably be im- 
peached.”’ Anderson closed his state~ 
ment with a prediction for a dismal 
political future for the man he h: op- 
so strenuously, saying that future 
could be neither happy nor wholesome.

Not only all Brooklyn, but all these 
who have concerned themselves with the 
prohibition Tight, had watched the Has- 
kell campaign -with deepest interest. 
Though not a ‘“‘ wet’ on the straight- 
out question of permitting. or not per- 
mitting liquor, Haskell entered the lists 
on the wet side on. the ground that the 
prohibition amendment had been eflacted 
without consulting the wishes of the fe 
‘people. From start to finish he cham- 
pioned the submission of ‘the question’ 


fee, tea, tobacco, or whatnot, te popular 
referendum. His recorm® in Congress 
bears out ‘his stand in the election: just 
finished, As a result, when, last .Sum- 
mer, he sought a straight-out designa- 
elon. from his party for the office iof 
county judge, for which there. were two 
places open on the ticket, he was turned 
down by a majority of the party leaders 
on the ground that he might drag tn the 
prohibition issue during the’ campaign 
and thus, embarrass the whole county | 
ticket. 
Haskell, 
the leaders, went before the! people as 
an independent candidate in the Re- 
publican primaries and was nominated 
with a_ plurality of 900 over County 
Judge Dike, present incumbent and can- 
ate for renomination and later for 
re-election. Haskell defeated 8 
Mart by almost 2 to 1. 
Anderson entered the fight against 
Haskell in the primaries, and remained 
in it till the balloting started yesterday. 
He charged that e liquor interests 
were financing the Congressman, enlist- 
ed the aid of many Brooklyn clergymen 
and organized the Alliance of American 
citizens, an organization of fe pane 
prohibitionists. Anderson . challe 
Haskell to a debate in the Broo 
Academy of Music, and; ‘when Haskell 
declined, appeared there and attacked 
the candidate bitterly. He went: to 
Brooklyn again last Sunday night, 
artis upon Haskell’s candidacy be- 
fore a large church gathering. 
Predicts _Griffin’s Defeat. 


Sheriff Daniel J. Griffin of Kings 
County, one of the Democratic candi- 
dates for the Judgeship, was linked with 
Haskell by Anderson, though Griffin did 
not openly espouse the wet cause. How- 
ever, he did not deny Anderson's asser- 
tion that he, too, favored it. 

Though there. can be little question 
that the majority of Brooklynites 
viewed the Haskell fight as an oppor- 
tunity for them to have a sort of in- 
effective but nonetheless directly | ex- 
pressive ‘referendum on the prohibition 
question, they did not shoW similiar in- 
terest in the Griffin candidacy, and the 
Sheriff, according to the Haskell: fig- 
ures; was beaten.

These statements were made after the testiniony of several witnesses had been taken upon the subject, but before the explanation 


of the Acting President of the War Department Claims Board. No officer of this Company was called to testify.. 

Your printed interview states that they “Remained out of town and out of reach of the summonses ‘issued for them,” but: Mr. 
W. G. Cory, Assistant to’ President, who had been immediately in charge of the settlement of this claim, was present . in Chicago ‘on 
October 22d. In the examination of witness, Frank Owen May, on that date, you state that, “Mr. Cory has just been.in here and 
spoken to a -Mr. Cory of the Standard Steel Car Company.” Mr. Cory at that time pe to furnish you any records or informa- 
tion requir 

Mr. Cory offered to testify and told you that Mr. P.-G. Jenks, who had been in direct charge of the work. under. this contract. ‘and 

_ had taken an active part. in the preparation of the claim, was then on vacation, but that. he and any other officers of this. Company 
were available if you desired their testimony. 

All the officers of the Government who were concerned in the settlement of the ‘claim were available. Some of. these were ‘called, . 
but Prist: Committee failed to call those representatives of the Government who were most closely connected with. it and. best knew all . 
its details. 

Your Subcommittee thus closed its ears absolutely to the testimony of witnesses who knew most about this settlement end: opened 
them wide to rumor and unsupported suspicion. The principal witnesses relied upon by your Subcommittee were: subordinate ae- 
countants: and clerks, unfamiliar with the details of the settlement, and a few of the superior officers of the department who Supe 
vised the settlement, but whose knowledge did not extend intimately to the detai!s upon which it was based. 

No notice. was given to the Standard Steel Car Company of the hearings either in Washington or. Chicago. No opportunity: ‘was 
given for them to cross-examine the ddverse witnesses. This would have -disclused’the leck of personal knowledge of the -witnesses - 
who ‘were examined, but who through your questioning were made to appear as manufacturing, engineering: and artillery F eayiew 
Their testimony is largely epinion and guess. 

The hearing was thus ex parte and one-sided. Upon such hearing, so conducted, positive findings have been cat g as catia 
the above newspaper quotations, that the Government is the victim of a gigantic fraud and that it was mulcted of between $18,600,01 
and $15,000,000, and judgment has been rendered that at least a dozen army officers and civilians are guilty of crimes demanding: ‘prose- 
cution and punishment. 

An investigation so conducted is a travesty upon justice. Asa method of eliciting truth it is farcital. A judgment so.. concluded 
and ‘announced. is iniquitous. The natural conclusion is that the object is political capital, rather-than the discovery of truth and the 
furtherance of justice. 

‘With judgment already pronounced after such an inquiry, it would be absurd for the officers of this Company now ‘ request. that 
they and’the United States officers most familiar with the facts should be ca]led to testify. They could not expect a fair consideration 
of their testimony. They could look forward to nothing but an effort to distort the most candid accounts of a perfectly. Straightfor- 
ward transaction, in an effort to sustain a judgment already hastily pronounced against them. 

. All these witnesses are still available to your Subcommittee, if it desires to ascertain the truth. This Company -will do everything 
possible to secure prompt attendance of its officers upon the issuance. of subpoenas by your Subcommittee, and to produce any records 
‘which may be desired besides the voluminous: papers already in the possession of your Subcommittee. But if such further necessary 
inquiry is to be made, the adverse judgment already pronounced should be withdrawn with the same publicity as was*given the.charge, 
and such procedure adopted by your Subcommittee as will be designed to elicit the truth and not to sustain a prejudiced Judgment already 
pronounced.

gun carriages was essential to the successful prosecution of the war. 

The difficulties involved are apparent when it is made known that the contract was for 964 of such gun carriages, ‘and: that the. 

French Government during the entire period of the war had made only 125 of them. Each one involves nearly 15,000 different spieces. 


They have the mechanical nicety of a watch. are 
The difficulties apparent before the contract was undertaken were tremendously multiplied later. The French plane had ta: ‘be en- 
mpany-.of. sentirely 


tirely revised for American practice and for quantity production. The work required the original invention by this 
_ novel machinery and its construction, as preliminary to production. . 

Revision and approval of plans by. the War Department in the crowded exigencies of.the war were greatly delayed. The. Govern- 
ment was unable to furnish promptly the parts reserved for manufacture by it or by independent contractors. The Government admitted 
these delays by written extensions of time. 

Had these difficulties not occurred, the gun carriages could. have been produced practically within the time contemplated. in the 
contract. At the time of the armistice quantity production was well under way and, had the war continued until the spring-of 1919,

It was a day of wrath and chastise- 
ment for CHarRtes F. Murpxr, for all 
who profess and practice the Tam- 
many theory of politics. ,MR.

°\REAL NATIONAL REVIVALS. 

‘From ‘the sentimental point of view 
the resurrection of the Polish. and 
C#echoslovak States’ was one of the 
most. gratifying consequences - of - the, 
war, ‘the recovery of freedom by two 
peoples of .ancient and distinguished 
cultural history which had suffered 
under alien misrule for centuries. But 
there was more than sentiment in it. 
The Czechoslovak revolution-was al- 
most a model for a national move- 
ment toward liberty, begun by long 
and painstaking education in which 
patriotism and, learning went hand in 
hand; promoted by peaceful methods 
so long as possible; then brought into 
thé open by a handful of condemned 
exiles who, whether in Paris, London, 


or Washington, were the true repre- | 


sentatives of their people; and bought 
by ‘the blood of men who died in 
Galicia, in Siberia, and on the French 
and ‘Italian fronts. The Poles were 
more divided, as their situation made 
inevitable; but ‘the tireless efforts’ of 
Mr. PapEerEwsx1 here and Mr. DmMow- 
SKI and others in‘ Europe, the hero- 
ism ‘of PrnstvpsK1 and HALLER and the 
armies« which would fight only’ for 


Poland, ‘will remain among the most | 


brilliant pages of Polish history. With- 
out allied victory their struggles would 
have been in vain, but thgse two 
peoples did all they could to earn their 
freedom. 

In ‘the national struggles for liberty 
Americans of Polish or Czechoslovak 
birth or descent played an important 
and honorable part, and they are doing 
no less in the economic reconstruction 
of these countries which suffered so 
heavily from the war. Wealthy Polish- 
Americans have started a steamship 
line from New York to Danzig; Czech- 
Americans and Slovak-Americans have 
begun the'shipment of cargoes to their 
own country; personal credit is being 
pledged to start the first shipments of 
raw materials which will set the idle 
factories to work once more. Many 
of them, of course, are at work al- 
ready; the picture of economic condi- 
tions in the Czechoslovak Republic 
given by Captain VosxKa in last Sun- 
day’s Timzs is that of a nation work- 
ing as hard as its materials will per- 
mit; and.the. Poles, though hampered 
by, wars and threatened_wars, are 
turning their energies to industrial re- 
covery as rapidly as they can. To 
both nations the ratification of the 
Treaty, the final conclusion of peace 
in Central Europe, will give a tre- 
mendous impetus. Barring another 
general European war or:a universal 
revolution—and neither of these events 
seems very probable, despite the 
Trotzkys and ‘von der Goltzes—both 
these States should go forward in their 
recovered freedom to a high degree of 
prosperity. . 

All this does not accord with the 
vague notions of Slavic impracticality 
which we used to cherish, but those 
notions, with some others, need to be 
thrown overboard. There is no nation 
in the world less impractical than. the 
Czechs, and ; the Poles have shown 
that in more ways than one they are 
determined to avoid the mistakes of 
centuries ago. As. peoples which in a 
difficult position, economic and politi- 
cal, are raising themselves to pros- 
perity by their’ own efforts, by hard 
work and intelligent prevision, the

of Congress. _The committee reserva- 
tidn, with what intent may be: well 
imagined, goes much further. If it 
does not actually nullify Article X., it 
attenuatesour obligations thereunder to 
such'a degree that no other ratifying 
Power would view our acceptance of 
the Treaty with that reservation in 
any other manner than as a repudia- 
tion of the pledge. President WILSON 
has declared that this reservation is 
‘* a dagger planted in the back of the 
Treaty.’’ 

We think it ‘would be evident: to 
candid and unbiased minds that, should 
the Democrats, under Senator HiTtcH- 
cocK’s leadership, vote against rati- | 
fication of the Treaty thus stripped | 
of its substance and vital meaning, 
the responsibility for its defeat would 
not be chargeable to them. As we 
have already said, sucn a resolution 
of ratification would relate not to a 
living Treaty, but to a covenant 
slaughtered in the house of those who 
should have been its firmest friends. 
Mr. LopGe’s. plan, should he carry it 
through to execution, would establish 
for this country no contractual rela- 
tion upon which other parties to the 
Treaty would set value.

But the milk Wagon drivers are not 
very many. compared with, the number 
of those they serve, and it would be in- 
teresting—perhaps even to the drivers 
themselves—to know the relation be- 
tween their aggregate increase of wages 
and the aggregate increase of expendi- 
ture for milk by the public. 

Incidentally, , recent investigation had 
shown that dua price of milk was 
already prohibitive for a considerable 
fraction of all American families, and 
that for lack of milk not a few thou 
sand American children were suffering 
seriously. More of them, naturally, 
will now suffer more. seriously. In 
circles where this is happening it would 
not be surprising if somebody asked 
why, if there was legal warrant for 
reducing to inactivity the official lead- 
ers of coal strikers, the same suppres- 
sive power is not invoked against men 
who plan to cut off the supply of milk— 
a@ necessary of life as truly, if not as 
much, as coal.

—I 
should like to be optimistic and say we 
shall be in Moscow before the end of the 
Lyear, but intimate .experience of Rus- 
sian revolutions and civil war is~-pro- 
foundly sobering and I shall not 
prophecy until the break has actually 
come and the Bolsheviki are on the run 
along the whole front. 

They are not yet on the va. They 
have last the initiative, they are being 
stubbornly pressed back, but they are 
still maintaining ‘@ very hard defensive 
struggie. 

The Czarist Generals who are serving 
Trotzky out. of. fear or on sonie cyn- 
ical’ calculation are exerting all their 
strategical and tactical resources to 
stave off disaster. Their offensive 
plans having failed they have concen- 
trated. their strongest picked troops in 
the centre where the volunteer army is 
forcing its way to the very defenses. of 
Moscow. 

For the last ten dayé in the neighbor- 
hood of Orel and on fhe road to Briansk 
the struggle has been fierce and bitter, 
and in order to secure opportunity for 
manoeuvre the Volunteer Army has had 
to retire temporarily to a short distance 
south of Orel. Meanwhile it retains its 
very advantageous position at Jelets 
Junction, east of Orel. 

A like consideration explains a slight 
setback at Voronez, in-the upper Don 
Valley, where the Bolsheviki by a heavy 
frontal attack, reinforced by accretions 
of Red troops retiring from the south,
